signed decree has conferred upon the 
President of the French Republic. 
This ceremony, according to the im- 
pressions prevailing in Berlin, marks 
an important epoch in the history of 
France and in the history of Russia, 
and is supposed to point to the actual 
conclusion of a formal treaty of alli- 
ance between France and Russia. 

The draft treaty’ prepared in Paris 
in 1887 and approved by De Gieri, 
Grand Duke Nicholas, Grand Duke 
Wadimir and other chiefs of the Im- 
perial Council, on the part of Russia, 
was presented to the Czar, but re- 
jected. This draft, it is understood, 
was again presented to the Czar after 
the last elections in this country had 
confirmed the permanency of a repub- 
lican form of government in France, 
and, after some slight modifications, 
has finally received the imperial sanc- 
tion. The precise terms of this most 
important conventiou are said to be 
unknown to the powers forming the 
famous Dreibund.

THE CAJALCO TIN MINES. 


The Enterprise Nearing a Com- 
plete Success. 

A correspondent from the above tin 
mines, situated.on the Temiscal in 
San Bernardino county, Cal., gives 
the following information, which may 
tend to remove the assertion of the 
Democrats that tin ore does not exist 
in the United States.

tin, and is innbile accumnu- 
lating in the ore house. The 
furnace in use is the old Rever- 
batory, to which have been added 
some important improvements for 
utilizing oil in place of coal, invented 
and patented by Superintendent 
Henry Mathey. When fired up and 
charged it was found to be equal to the 
emergency, as it eogendered a much 
greater degree of heat than was \actu- 
ally required for smelting the product 
(which heat is 1,500° Fahrenheit), a 

temperature easily produced. It was, 
however, found necessary to sus- 
pend operations for a few days 
to introduce a ‘combustion cham- 
ber, in order to properly utilize 
tne heat in its application to the ore.

This is almost an unanswer- 
able argument in favor of high 
license. We wis. there was nota 
drop of liquor manufactured in 
the world but there is and wil! be 
for all time to come, and as it has 
been fully demonstrated in many 
of the States that the time is not 
ripe for prohibition, we must iry

the amunition firing at a prohibi- 
tion target. High license will do 
more to regulate the traffic than 
anything else. In Reno, for in- 
stance, every one hundred inhabit- 
ants supports a full pledged sa- 
loon, besides contributing largely 
to the support of many druggists 
and numerous grocerymen who 
sell by the bott!e and give it away 
by the glass. High license would 
do more for the cause of temper- 
ance in this State than anything 
else, while prohibition would be 
a dead letter law, never lived up to 
and never enforced, and if our tem- 
perance people would devote as 
much energy and time to the high 
license question as they do to pro- 
hibition they might accompiish 
something. 


THE Experiment Station in con- 
nection with the State University, 
for which fifteen thousand dollars 
is approprieted annually, has becn 
thus far a miserable failure, so far 
as practical benefit to the agricul- 
tural interest of the State is con- 
cerned, and the GAZETTE hopes the 
new director of the station will in- 
augurate a new system that will be 
of real benefit to the industry. It 
has been grossly mismanaged in 
the past and the money expended 
for other things tLan originally in- 
tended. Prof. Devol devoted his 
energies to lawn tennis and in 
growing afew measly potatoer,peas 
and beaus, and employec a young 
lady student to count the pods 
that each vine produced and then 
the peas or beans in each pod, and 
his report is made up of that kind 
of rot. Instead of devoting a 
share of his time to experimenting 
with the sugar beet and grasses, he 
was “monkeying” with some- 
thing that any farmer could, and 
does, grow more successfully than 
the station can or ever will. Two 
years ago his display at the State 
Fair was a disgrace to the State 
and the Government; last year 
they made no exhibit, and it is well 
they didnot. We hope the new 
mau will look the matter up and 
see that the money is expended as 
the Government intends that it 
shall be, and will show better 
judgment than has ever been dis- 
played heretofore. 


SENATOR WILLIAMS of Ormsby 
is reported as saying that he now 
thinks he was wrong in opposing 
the Constitutional Convention, and 
is said to have acknowledged that 
that is the only way to remedy a 
good many existing evils. The 
GAZETTE thinks Mr. Williams was

Fifty-two years constituted the A Ptae 
cycle, says the Detroit Free Press. ‘Te 
this cycle was added a coimp.ex.ent of 
thirteen days, intended to make tle 
solar and civil years agree. It was be- 
liéved that the world would come to an 
end on the last night of a cycle, and 
that the gods, if merciful, would light 
their fires on the distant mountains. If 
the world did not come to an end the 
Aztecs congratulated themselves that it 
would survive another cycle, and the 
thirteen complementary days were 
passed with feasts, sacrifices and bac- 
chanals. 

In the temple of Huitzilipochtli there 
was to be a gladiatorial combat, which 
was nothing less than a sacrifice. The 
six ministers of the ceremony were at 
hand. Topiltzin, the chief among them, 
clad in a crimson vestment, with a 
crown of vari-colored feathers, was per- 
forming the duties that preceded a sac- 
rifice to the god, and the others, with 
white robes bordered with black, their 
faces hideous with somber pigment and 
mouths painted white, assisted him. A 
crowd filled the stone walls of the tem- 
ple to witness the spectacle, surging 
with impatience about the temalcatl (or 
round stone platform, eight feet high) 
where the combat was to take place. 

The victim, a prisoner of war, is 
brought in. Armed with only a short 
spear and shield, he is placed upon the 
temaleatl, ticd by one foot and con- 
fronted by an Aztec warrior, fully 
armed. The fat nostrils of the victim 
are distended, his black eyes burn with 
desperation: his coarse, black 
stray ‘les 2 
purple lips quiver as he views the well- 
armed solcicr before him, 

At a word they fall to the fray. The 
spears clash, and they fight like de- 
mon: 
of certain death, the soldier to uphold 
his valor among his comrades, 


contest, and that 
whatever the outeome of that battle, 
the prisoner throws away his shield 
and spear, and presents his breast to 
the soldier’s weapon. A pause, a 
blov-. and the victim falls heavily to the 


sto 

1a trice the priests, with frenzied 
shouts, and hair streaming about their 
demoniacal faces, are upon the temal- 
eatl, and have borne the dying man toa 
block of rreen jasper, on whose convex 
surface they throw him. This is the 
sacrificial stone, and Topiltzin, who now 
takes the name of the god to whom he 
sacrifices, opens the breast of his vic- 
tim. tears out his heart and offers it, 
still palpitating, to the sun. 

Then the bleeding trophy is placed in 
the hollow mouth of the idol of Huit- 
zilipochtli, and the lips of the statue 
daubed with -blood. The dead man is 
decapitated and his head deposited in 
the Tzompatli, an ossuary where the 
skulls of sacrificed prisoners of war are 
set into the walls; the soldier claims the 
body for his own, and bears it away for 
the delectation of himself and his an- 
thropophagical comrades. 

The Aztec annals that come down to 
us are glutted with scenes like this.

AN INTERESTING FIND. 


Historic Tablets Recently Unearthed in 


Upper Egypt. 
According to the Washington Star 


the Smithsonian Institution has just re- 
ceived information, not yet printed or

cent discovery at Tel-el-Amaria, in 
upper Egypt, of a number of tablets re- 
lating to the history of Jerusalem and 
dating back six hundred years earlier 
than any records hitherto known. When

is understood that these tablets of 


stone are letters passed between the 
| King of Jerusalem and the Pharaoh of 
| Egypt four hundred years before the 
| birth of David, who was the father of 
Solomon, some notion will be formed 


of their extreme 


interest.

of the letters were addressed to the 
ruler of Egypt by the King of Jerusa- 


lem, Abdi-Taba.

tine were at that time tributary to 
Egypt, and in one of the letters the 


writer says: 


‘The Habiri people are 


conquering the cities of the King”’—i. 
e., the cities tributary to the Pharaoh— 
‘therefore the King may turn his face 


to his subjects and send troops.

troops arrive this year the countries of 
the King, my Lord, may be saved, but 


if 


no troops arrive the countries of the 


King, my Lord, will exist no longer.”
